R. cannot be blamed for work- 
ing in its own interests when it 
had control of the. gévernment 
lines in question. Discrimina- 
tory rates under governmen' 
control is quite another ques- 
tion.

part of it—own these railroads, 


and the whole province is re- 


sponsible for the debt against 
them and any deficit they may 


incur.
